London, Nov. 17.— A dispatch to The 
Standard frum Varua, Balgaria, says 
that despite the Turkish goTorn- 
ment'B lilenoe facta have ooied oat 
which leave no donbt that a nia^saore 
of Christiaiu haa ooonrred oa aa im- 
porlaat mbI* aa the trntohmry at fiatak. 
Bulgaria, which Hcnt a thrill of honQK 
through the oiviUzod world. 

The tronblo began with the refnsal of 
tho Annt'iiiaiis to pay tax on tho i)loa, 
probably well founded, that the freqneut 
Knrdiah raida hare imporeriahed Oiem. 
A few troops that were sent to collect 
tho taxes wore bvateu. In tho uienu- 
time the gorernor of Bitlia, Asiatic 
Turkey, reported to the port that a seri- 
ous revolt had broken out aud obtained 
permission to send all obtainable troops 
n the scene. Marahal Zeki Poaha, com- 
mander of the Fourth amy oorpai ata- 
tioiu'il At Erziiij^cn, was ordered to pro- 
ceed thither aud direct operations. Be- 
foi» thia Impdaing array of legnlan the 
Armenians qxiiotly submitted. 

Now oonioB tho horrible part of the 
itory. The governor of Bitlia reaolred 
to make an example in order to prevent 
a repetition of tlie revolt. He ordered 
tho trrtops to fire upon the defenseless 
people. The order waa executed with 
alacrity. The soldiers only rested from 
their labors when 2'> vilbiKcs were de- 
ftroyedj aud thousands of their inhabit- 
ants killed. 

Mr. }lallw;\i(l. the Britiah consul at 
'Van, pruutiuded to the aoene aud then 
reported to the Britiah ambaaaador at 
Coustantiuoplo, who i)ruto8ted to the 
porte. The sultan expressed horror at 
the crime, au-.l ordered an immediate 
report from Marshal Zeki, wliioh ap- 
pears to have aeriously involved the 
governor of Bitlia. Tl-.e Itu t^T, in solf. 
defense, and as a means of obtaining 
revenge, haa formulated the grave 
charge a;;ai'ist Mr. Hallw.ird of having 
incited ihi Ai meuiimi to revolt. This 
matter ia being inveatigated by BritUh 
offloiala on tlie s'.iot. 

Aa the St. l^ctersbarg dispatch to The 
Standard says that advices received 
tbiTci from Tiflis are to the effect that 
Turiicy ia aveiii;uig its defoats around 
Sassnu on tho poasjxnts of thu Shatakli 
district. Marshal Zeki, it is ailded, has 
raided 11 vilUiKes and sent 160 of their 
inhabitants of buih soxes loaded with 
chains to prison at Mush. Mr. IrluU- 
ward, the Britiah oouanl at Van, has 
arrived to !iiv( sti^ate, but tho police 
prevented tlie ueasautry having access 

to him.

Two Brotban Plok Oat Tbeir

LULA. Miss., Nov. 17.— There was a 
pitched battle in the main business 
atreet of Lula yesterday, as the rt'snlt 
of which two men are dead. J. W. 
Boyd and his brother Boyd 8too<l iu a 
doorway until they saw J. W. o. liar- 
man and A. H. Lawrence aiipruachmg 
on their way to dinner. Then the 
brothera, eaon armed with a shotgun, 
atepped forth and opened liro on tlio 
othen. Harm an had time to draw his 
piatol and tbred twioe at the Bovds, but 
without effect. Each of the brothers 
had bia auia picked out, and at the hrst 
▼olley both of the men fell. 

The elder Bord mounted a horse and 
lode away while the other escaped on 
foot. They aent word later that they 
would surrender to the aheriff, but no 
one else. The tragedy ia the reault of 
an old fond. There had been bad blood 
between the elder Boyd and Harman 
for several months, and Thursday Har- 
iiiau beat Boyd severely with a piatol. 
Hanuan was mayor of Lula. Jiawrence 
wa^ a jev.oler, and J. W. B<^ ia a 
plautanou over aeer.

Ill* IMiyiicians Attribute Hia Death to 
Boart FaUnn ladaood by Old Agt) Hp 
Banhrod No Fala aad Waa CoBaoiouN f i> 
to tbo hmat MomoBt — Brief Biography uf 
Bla Life. 

Princkton, N. J., Nov. 17.— Dr. 
Jamee MoOoah, the venerable ex-preai- 
dcut of Prinoeton university, and a 
leading educator of the ago, departed 
tliis life at 10 o'clock last night. Ho 
had boon conscious nearly all day aud 
died in that condition. Hia BOn, Dr. 
Andrew J. MoQ^ah; hia daughters, 
Mra. David Magie, and Mm. Alexander 
Maitland, and bis wife, Mrs. Isalx lla 
McCosh, were at his deathbed. He 
has suffered no jihysical pain, and aside 
from weakm^ss, brought on by old awe, 
has licoii in perfect health. Hia phy.si- 
ciana attiibute his death to heart failure 
indoood b7 old ago.

In 1860 he was called to be presiih nt of 
Priucston college, and entered upon his 
new duties iu Octol)er of that year. lui- 
portaut as bis labors in the Uld World 
had been, bis work iu Priuceton was to he 
more important. The college had suffered 
severely duriug the civil war, and was in u 
low condition. Witli cliaracieristic eiicriry 
Dr. McCosh at oiioe set about .st-curing ad 
ditioual endowments, aud|ortfanizini; tho 
college with a view to large developments. 

Geoerous friends were at hand and 
money waa fmely furnisiied. New build 
ings were erected, old ones altered, the 
campus beautitled, tbe strongest professors 
be could And were called to tbe chairs e» 
ubllxhed, tbe course of study waa over 
hauled, elective stndlaa were Introduced, 
fellowships were founded, the diMclpllne ot 
the InatitutiOB was put on a higher plaue, 
and in general every part of tbe college 
waa atrengcbeaed and enlarged. But tiie 
intellectual and moral part of tbe work 
waa greater than the material. 

Unaparlug hlmaolf and atrlet in requir 
lag tattbfal perfbrmanoe of duty by others, 
be made the whole ooil^ move aaoue 
man. He waa not only an administrator 
but a great teacher. An aaaldnoua literary 
worker, writing bis philosophy in a most 
attractive style, he poured forth paper 
after paper, and book after book. Passages 
in his "Psychology" and ''Divine Qovern- 
uient" are chiasle in theexeeUenfle of their 
expreasion. 

Dr. MoCosh reaigned the pmaldenoy ii. 
1888. Since then he baa lived in the 
privacy of home in Prinoeton. His lusi 
public appearance of note was at tbe cun 
<;ress of iii^dier education at Chicago iu 
IbVA He wa.^ the must venerable aud im 
pressive tluure of that gathering. 

During the past summer bis strengtii 
began to fail fa-st, and ou his return to 
Princeton this fall it was evident he ha<; 
not long to U ve .
